HEARD ISLAND 


The "Anaconda" dropped anchor at Heard Island 
Friday, January 21, and VK@CW/VK@HI, the opera- 
tion of the VK6 DX Chasers was on the air by 
01002 January 23. N4BQW had to drop out at the 
last minute and K8CW and VK3DHF are the only 
two amateurs on Heard. Living conditions on 
the island were even worse than they had anti- 
cipated and operation the first several days 
was with only a Butternut vertical. Signals 
into the East Coast were good, to the Midwest 
fair, and into the Western reaches poor, with 
only a half-hour or so of opening to W6/W7. 


A last-minute news release from Australia 
says the Anaconda left Fremantle, Western Aus- 
tralia, Dec 31. Both operators took along per- 
sonal equipment in addition to the basic radio 
stations reported here earlier. The cost of 
putting two amateurs onto Heard (along with the 
international mountaineering expedition), 
$30,000, was shouldered by NCDXF ($10,000); 
IDXF ($10,000); Canadx ($1000); Japan's DX Fam- 
ily Foundation ($2500); and KP2A personally 
($7,000). $18,000 worth of equipment was loan- 
ed, donated, or bought, by the VK6DXC and the 
VK3division of the Wireless INstitute of Aus- 
tralia. Out-of-pocket expenses of $2000 were 
incurred by VK6NE and VK6XI. 


The operation is expected to last about six 
weeks, until late February. 20 Meters will be 
emphasized in order to work as many people as 
possible at least once. While it was expected 
that K8CW would use his VK@CW callsign sparing- 
ly, he has used that exclusively on CW. VK3DHF 
signs VK@HI on SSB. QSL routes are:

Operators 
Lml and Xxan listen both above and below their 
transmit frequency, and their own signal drifts, 
mostly upward about a half-KHz per contact. It 
does no good to "tailend" or to call them on the 
frequency of their last contact. If you do work 
them, be sure to send a large envelope to accom- 
modate the 4X6 in. BY8AA QSL card. 


Secretary General Cheng Ping of the China 
Radio Sports Association has announced that a 
third Chinese station will be on the air very 
soon, signing BY1QH from Beijing. 


TRINDADE: PY1RR has confirmed that he will de- 
part Brazil Feb 22 for a two-month PYPTA stay. 


IRAQ: The ubiquitous Don Riebhoff, K722, of 
XV5AC and XU1DX fame, has checked in from Bagh- 
dad, where he is with the "U.S. Interests Sec- 
tion" of the Embassy of Belgium. Don says he's 
planning an around-the-world trip around April 
and expects to get to some club meetings, etc. 
There is no possibibity of Don's getting to 
play radio from Iraq. In fact, although some 
DXers have been asking him to see if the YI1BGD 
QSL logjam can be freed up, Don says due to 
the sensitive nature of his position he is not 
able to even approach the operators at the 
station. Don thinks amateur radio will come 
of age in Iraq, including some satellite opera- 
tion which is in the wind, if the war with Iran 
ever ends.

Michel 
will return to France at the end of Feb. 


FB8WI is Jean-Marie, F6CIA, and he's 
on Crozet for the third time! He also 
signed FB8XR from Kerguelen in 1977 and 
1979. Jean-Marie uses a TS530S and re- 
mote vfo, with a rhombic pointed at Reunion 
Island, and seems to show only on 14105. 
He also does have dipoles for 15 and 20. 
FB8WH, Bernard (F6IAN), has no station of 
his own but plans to be on from either 
FB8WI or to use a TR4C which is on Crozet 
for a "club station." He works both CW 
and SSB. Jean-Marie and Bernard will both 
be on Crozet until the end of 1983. 


FB82ZQ is Alain, F6DWQ, also on a one- 
feet tour of duty until the end of the year.
